But 
because of property value increases, tax bills 
for both residential and C/I properties will 


go up roughly the same amount. 

The change in the shift resulted in a 35- 
cent increase in the residential tax rate for 
this year, and a 20-cent decrease for C/I 
properties. The residential rate went from 
$16.06 to $16.41. The C/I rate went from $24.19 
to $23.99. 

While residential property values 
increased an average of 2.5 percent this year, 
C/I values increased an average of 6 percent. 
The bottom line is about a 4.8 percent

Although it’s just a possibility right 
now, the Youth Council may have 
found a place to run its youth pro- 
grams.

Mr. Major said if nothing else, the 
land — which includes swimming pools, 
ball fields, nature trails, archery areas, 
and places to fish, cross-country ski 
and mountain bike — could serve as a 
short-term solution. In the long term, 
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it’s possible a center could be built 
there. 


But Mr. Major said first the Youth 
Council must discuss whether it wants 
to try for a pure youth center, agree to 
take part in the community center idea 
for Recreation Park or try something 
else. New members for the council 
were selected recently and the mem- 
bers will all meet for the first time next 
week, he said.

“T don’t see how in the world such a thing 
can be. We can’t afford it. It’s going to have 
to be retooled, modified and cut back,” he 
said of the schools’ preliminary budget. “I 
think this is going to be a year from the 
selectmen’s side that we put the brakes on 
for ourselves and we certainly would 
encourage our colleagues” to do the same. 


Why 10 percent? 

Mr. Willey said the bulk of the school cost 
increases can be traced to three sources: 

¢ The schools’ increased student enroll- 
ments, which will require the hiring of more 
than 12 full-time teachers; 

¢ Support for new technology because 
“We're not going to install this equipment 
and just let it sit there”; and 

- A marked rise in special-needs costs, 
particularly related to the number of stu- 
dents who must be educated outside the 
Andover system under state law. 


According to Dick Neal, there are cur- 
rently 46 special-needs students assigned 
elsewhere, accounting for about $1 million 
of the schools’ current $26.8 million budget. 
Lloyd Willey said the school system is look- 
ing for a $29.4 million budget for next year.

“We've had a number of out-of-state stu- 
dents move in from out of town. That (the 
special-needs costs) is a very large number 
we have no control over and that looks to be 
continually going up,” said Mr. Willey.

At the joint board meeting, Gerald Mulli- 
gan, Finance Committee member, suggested 
that special-needs outplacements could be 
removed from the school budget and covered 
by the town directly out of the joint bucket. 

Although a decision was not reached on 
this matter, School Committee membexs 
Tina Girdwood and Dick Muller said the 
meeting was a sign that the town boards are 
trying to work together to solve Andover’s 
problems.

increase for both classes. 

According to Bill Krajeski, the 
town’s chief assessor, the tax bill for a 
house valued at $200,000 last year was 
$3,212. That same house is probably 
valued at $205,000 this year, and will 


have a tax bill of $3,364, an increase of 


$152, or 4.7 percent. 

“You'll generally see just about the 
same thing on the commercial end,” 
Mr. Krajeski said. “They will both 
increase 4.7 to 4.9 percent by setting 
the increase the way they did.” 

Selectmen were not guessing when 
they set the shift, he said. A slightly 
greater reduction — to 132.15 percent — 
would have resulted in the same per- 
cent of increase for both classes. 

The vote 

The vote was 4-1 in favor of the 
reduction, with Selectman Barry 
Finegold the sole dissenter. 

“T can’t tell you how many calls 
I’ve gotten in the last two weeks on 
this issue,” Mr. Finegold said, many 
of them from seniors. 

He said the average residential tax 
bill would go up $500 if the shift were 
done away with. He said he'd like to 
give businesses a break, but that 
there would always be a lower rate to 
match, 

“My question is, when will it 
stop?” he said. 

He said many of those 55 years old 
and older don’t have children in the 
schools, which is what much of their 
taxes are supporting. And there are 
many in their 60s and 70s on fixed 
incomes and who can’t handle large 
tax increases, The increased bills are 
forcing elders to sell their homes and 
move out of town. That results in 
younger families with children mov- 
ing into those houses, putting a fur- 
ther burden on schools and further 
increasing taxes, he said. 

“If every house had two children 
we would be broke,” Mr. Finegold 
said. 

He pushed to maintain the shift at 
135 percent. 

“T guess from this vote, the busi- 
ness people are going to be unhappy 
with me,” he said. “But right now I do 
think it’s in the best interest of this 
town to keep the rate at 185.” 


Selectman James Barenboim, who 
opposes the concept of classification 
and has always pushed to reduce the 
shift, led off the discussion by propos- 
ing the 2.5 percent reduction. True 
property valuations already differen- 
tiate between property types, and the 
shift is a “double hit,” he said. 

“T know 2% percent doesn’t sound 
like a lot, but at least it’s 2% percent in 
the right direction,” Mr, Barenboim 


said. 

Selectman Gerald Silverman 
denied an accusation leveled at hin 
during the public hearing last week, 
that he was always unfriendly toward 
business. He pointed out how busi- 
ness has taken on a role in the com- 
munity by participating in and sup- 
porting the schools. He said with 
school enrollments and costs increas- 
ing, industry may be called on to con- 
tribute further, and he’d like to think 
it’s a “two way street.” He endorsed 
the 2.5 percent reduction. 

Selectman Bill Downs also defend- 
ed himself against a comment made 
about him last week. Mr. Downs saig 
Russ Doyle, of Doyle Lumber Co., 
described him as always having his 
mind already made up and hunkered 
down behind the selectmen’s table 
crunching his fingers. 

“T sort of hau a complex like Bob 
Cratchet,” Mr. Downs said. 

But he said it was true he'd already 
had his mind pretty much made up, 
because he’d crunched the numbers 
prior to last week’s hearing. He said 
he would have supported a reduction 
to 132,15, which would have resulted 
in the near identical increase for both 
classes. But he voted for the 132.5 per- 
cent shift. > 

Selectman Larry Larsen agreed 
with Jim Barenboim on the concept of 
classification, which he said he has 
opposed since before he was a select- 
man. 

“T was against it then and I’m 
against it now,” Dr. Larsen said. 


He said the current shift is ‘“unre- 
sponsive to what is happening around 
us,” and voted to endorse the 2.5 per- 
cent reduction. This was a beginning, 
he said, which he hopes will continue 
to reduce the shift each year. He also 
committed to pursuing the use of free 
cash and reducing capital expendi- 
tures to lower taxes next year. 


“T would have thought they would 
have done more,” S. Joseph Hoffman, 
owner of Andover Liquors in Shaw- 
sheen Plaza, said after the vote. While 
he agreed the vote sends a message to 
business, he said selectmen were also 
watching out for residents and their 
own political agendas. 


“They really went as far as they 
thought they could,” Mr. Hoffman 
said. “It certainly begins to send the 
right message,” 

Although she disagrees with the 
concept of tax classification, Chris 
Holmes, former Republican Town 
Committee chairwoman and the sena- 
torial district's next Republican State 
Committeewoman, defended the 
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Tax shift: A 
tough call 


The tax classification shift was a 
tough call, and we sympathize with the 
selectmen, who had to make the final 
decision. 

In a 4-1 decision, the selectmen voted 
Monday to shift the burden a little 
away from commercial and industrial 
property owners onto residential prop- 
erty owners. 

That is the way we would have vot- 
ed. Now, when this community is 
courting businesses to move to 
Andover, we can say, “See, we recently 
approved a tax shift that indicates this 
cemmunity listens to and responds to 
businesses. Andover wants your busi- 
ness.” Without the big-hitter business- 
es paying hefty taxes to the town, 
Andover would not be able to afford 
some of what makes this community 
special. 

At the same time, we are most sym- 
pathetic with the home-owners who 
may have difficulty dealing with $150- 
or-sO more on next year’s tax bill. We 
are especially concerned about senior 
citizens who are living on fixed 
incomes. Andover needs to make sure 
to continue its tax voucher program 
whereby senior citizens can do some 
work in exchange for a tax break. 

In addition, the town continues to 
offer several other ways seniors can 
obtain tax breaks. Seniors can quality 
for anywhere from a $175 exemption to 
having as much as 90 percent of a tax 
bill deferred, depending on a number 
of factors, including age, health, 
income and marital status. Details of 
the exemptions are available at the 
assessor’s Office. 


‘Warrior’ isn’t a 
good choice, either 


The School Committee voted July 11 
of this year that a logo study committee 
be formed to make changes to Andover 
High School’s golden warrior symbol 
and that it present its choice of logo to 
the committee no later than the second 
meeting in December. 

The School Committee stipulated that 
the new logo will contain the words 
“Golden Warrior,” the colors will 
remain, and it should preferably be an 
inanimate object. 

Even the word “warrior” alone brings 
to mind an image we as parents and edu- 
cators are trying to avoid. Let’s make 
more acceptable all of the logo, not just 


, part of it.

AOL insulted a group of feisty women

We have names like TaLeeBell, 
LIVEmom, JaneDoe693, Wacky Marj,

And we have a 

few things in 

common: We’re 

all on line on the 

Internet via 

America Online, we’re all women 
and we've all had breast cancer. 

Last week AOL found out what a 
feisty group of survivors we are 
when the online service purged all 
member profiles that included the 
word “breast,” as in breast cancer. 

Tuesday evening I had an e-mail 
from MiaBella, a breast cancer sur- 
vivor who lives in Vermont and with 
whom I have been in touch to share 
concerns, remedies, stories and 
hopes of recovery. 


“Last Wednesday I attempted to 
update my AOL personal member 
profile and discovered that it has 
been deleted by the company,” she 
wrote in an e-mail message she gang- 
mailed to 158 of us. 

For those of you who are not 
online or who don’t know what per- 
sonal profiles are, AOL offers all 
members a chance to fill out a brief 
profile of themselves - name, age, 
job, marital status, computer, and 
“quote,” the last entry. 

My husband and I bought a 
modem and got online with America 
Online just about the time I was diag- 
nosed almost a year ago with breast 
cancer. I needed all the help I could 
get, and being online, chatting with 
others going through the same thing 
appealed. I “talked” almost every day 
with my brother in California; my 
husband used a ganged address of 
family and close friends online to fill 
them in each day while I was in the 
hospital. It was an easy way to be in 
touch with a lot of people at once. 

In addition, I filled out a profile 


and typed in “breast cancer” in the 
“quote” space, 

I found I could shuffle profiles and 
come up with a list of online names 
of breast-cancer survivors. That’s 
how I met MiaBella and scores of oth- 
ers. I can ask them for help with a 
particular problem. I can ask 158 
women if they’re taking Tamoxifin, 
an anti-cancer drug, and what types 
of side effects they’re experiencing. 
And it’s easy to do. Just type in a sen- 
tence or two and with one stroke, 
pour in the addresses of all the wom- 
en who wrote “breast cancer” in 
their profiles. 

“When I tried to re-create my pro- 
file,” MiaBella’s note continued, “I 
was flashed the message that I could 
not use ‘vulgar’ words. Yes, I do state 
that I am a ‘breast’ cancer survivor, I 
then tried to search many of your 
profiles in which I know you state 
that you, too, are breast cancer sur- 
vivors. Your profiles have been delet- 
ed too.”

I had gone to bed when MiaBella’s 
message came through, but my hus- 
band checked to see if we had online 
mail and when he saw her message, he 
brought it upstairs to me. Now you 
may think this is trivial, and as many 
of you have read, our profiles have by 
now been restored, But, 1 was so insult- 
ed. I thought of the women who are 
struggling with breast cancer and of 
how much we have had to endure. It 
seemed such an injustice. It was so sil- 
ly. 

First I thought AOL must have an 
idiot Online Word Police Person who 
made a mistake. Then I thought some- 
one must have written an unsophisti- 
cated program that couldn’t discern 
“breast cancer” from the word “breast” 
in a vulgar context. 

But no, some of my online friends 
wrote that they'd done some searches 
and run into smut and trash words that 
I will not reprint here. AOL had not 


purged those words. 

Scores of the online breast cancer 
survivors tell me they have written to 
the president of AOL, Steve Case. I did 
too. Finally, Tuesday of this week, a 
full week after I’d complained about 
the problem, someone named Erica 
Frist of “Corporate Communications” 
e-mailed me: “In an effort to have mem- 
ber profiles be in accordance with 
AOL’s Terms of Service Agreement, 
which states that the use of obscene or 
vulgar language on the service is not 
allowed, member profiles which con- 
tained the word ‘breast’ were erro- 
neously removed for a brief time from 
America Online. This was an error and 
America Online apologizes to members 
whose profiles were temporarily hin- 
dered.” (I love the “temporarily hin- 
dered” part. I guess I am not yet ready 
to forgive AOL.) She also said we 
would have five free online hours. 

I entered my profile again, and it is 
still’ in there. So' that’s progress. 


In the meantime, I marvel at the 
togetherness, the feistiness and the 
resourcefulness of my friends, the 
breast-cancer survivors. Already we 
have been wronged in a big way — we 
have endured breast cancer — and we 
aren’t a group that is now likely to take 
an injustice quietly. 

One woman who e-mailed me quoted 
from the Song of Solomon in the Bible, 
to show that even the Bible uses the 
word “breast.” 

Another woman wrote to AOL, “I 
am afraid that your system administra- 
tors have made a grave sexist error 
which will cause you great loss in prof- 
its and reputation. It is too bad, for I 
had thought that you and your employ- 
ees were an enlightened and_intelligent 
bunch. 

“AOL has humiliated and destroyed 
the credibility for using your services, 
i.e., to intelligently, efficiently and 
effectively facilitate information 
between people.” 


And finally, here is another message 
I received from MiaBella: “I want to be» 
very clear that this action initiated by 
breast cancer survivors on AOL was 
an effort to raise consciousnesses 
about the seriousness of breast cancer, 
a disease which kills a woman every 
nine minutes — 47,000 each year, and 
leaves hundreds of thousands of young 
children without their mothers. I read 
that AOL is going to give each of us 
five free hours online as compensation 
for deleting our member profiles. That 
is a gracious gesture on AOL’s part, 
but we were never asking for anything 
that we were not already paying for. 

“Rach of us struggles every day in® 
our battle against breast cancer. We 
use AOL in an effort to make that 
struggle a little less lonely. We would 
like for AOL to realize that having to 
fight for the right to speak the name of 
our disease online only adds insult to 
injury.”

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More than a few good techs aide the schools

Although fascinat- 
ed by technology and 
the head of his own 
software consulting 
business, there were 
times during his 
career when Norm 
Viehmann felt he 
should be doing some- 
thing else. Now, he 
finally is, 

“There’s always 
been something about 
me that made me say, 
‘Maybe I missed my 
calling. I should have 
been in teaching,’ ” he 
said, 

Thanks to a volun- 
teer program called 
TechCorps, today Mr. 
Viehmann will teach 
his first class. 

TechCorps is a pro- 
gram that links tech- 
nology professionals 
with schools in need 
of free computer 
knowledge and equip- 
ment. The brainchild 
of Computerworld ’s 
Gary Beach, Tech- 
Corps has grown 
quickly, from a pilot 
program run last year 
by the Massachusetts 
Software Council to 
what may soon be a 
national program. 

The Massachusetts 
pilot program started 
last March, and Mr. 
Viehmann, of Lucerne 
Drive, began working 
with West Newbury’s 
Pentucket Regional 
School this fall. 

Pentucket’s system 
was one of 12 state 
schools included in 
the pilot program for 
this year, and Mr, 
Viehmann says 
Andover is included 
in a list of about 25 
other systems waiting 
to be included. 

Mr. Viehmann, 
who retired in Febru- 
ary of 1994, said he 
was delighted when 
the TechCorps pro- 
gram came along. His 
wife, Elaine, had 
worked in nursery- 
school education for 
some time and was 
currently working 
with another teaching 
program, aimed large- 
ly at improving stu- 
dent interest in the 
sciences, 

Although Mr. 
Viehmann had started 
training for this pro- 
gram, TechCorps was 
more suited for the 
retired computer-soft- 
ware consultant and 
he happily registered 


to join. 


was introduced to the 
technology teacher 
(the former shop 
teacher) and his mul- 
timedia cart. This sys- 
tem included comput- 
ers, a CD Rom drive, a 
25-inch TV, video and 
still cameras, print- 
ers, and a scanner. 
Students can video- 
tape their oral presen- 
tations and have them 
shown in another 
class. 


“This whole thing 
is located in the com- 
puter lab. When the 
teacher wheels this to 
a room he can plug it 
into the wiring of the 
school,” said Mr.

The Andover School of Montessori 
in North Andover is planning to build 
a new school building on the former 
Andover Lodge of Elks property at 398 
S. Main St. 

On Oct. 24, a public hearing was 
held on an application for a special per- 
mit to allow construction of the private 
school. The hearing was continued to 
last week, but was then postponed to 
next week’s Planning Board meeting, 
Tuesday, Dec. 12, at 7 p.m. in town 
offices. 

The property, which at one point 
was being considered as a site for a 
new senior center, is currently owned 
by Nick-Mat Realty Trust of Tyngs- 
boro. It is under a purchase and sale 
agreement with the Montessori school 
pending approval of the school plan. 

Nick-Mat is controlled by Frank 
Polak, a developer from the Lowell 
area. When Nick-Mat purchased the 


property in December of last year, Elks 
officials said they were led to believe a 
cluster subdivision of expensive homes 
would be built on the site. 

The current proposed plan is for a 
10,250-square-foot, one-story building 
that would serve 100 to 200 students on 
7.5 acres, including some wetlands. 


The preliminary plan was rejected 
by the Board of Health in October after 
its review of the proposal. 

“The plan illustrates a septic design 
and location which does not comply 
with the Board of Health (septic code),” 
Everett Penney, health director, wrote 
in a memo to town planners. “A pre- 
liminary review of the soil and water 
table date indicates that the septic loca- 
tion and footprint as proposed is not a 
feasible design.” 

The Board of Health also had con- 
cerns regarding the possible presence 
of toxic materials, such as solvents, 
cleaning chemicals, oil and grease, in 
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the soil from the former restaurant's 
disposal area. 

“This is particularly critical since 
the proposed use of the new building 
will be for a school,” Mr. Penney said. 

In addition to those health concerns, 
Stephen Colyer, planning director, in a 
letter to Lawrence J. Casey, an attor- 
ney for the developer, outlined a num- 
ber of problems that need to be 
addressed in the upcoming meeting. 

Those included that: 

- A traffic study would be required 
to determine the potential impact on 
Route 28 traffic; 

¢ The state may require a permit for 
the proposed access road to the school, 
and there are other school-related traf- 
fic signs and signals that may be 
required; 

¢ More information was required 
regarding the impact on the School 
Department due to mandatory town- 
provided bus service to private 
schools; 


* There are questions that need to be 
addressed regarding wetlands on the 
site. Those include areas under Conser- 
vation Commission jurisdiction that 
could change the location of the septic 
system and drainage. 

The school proposal will be dis- 
cussed by the Conservation Commis- 
sion during its meeting also scheduled 
for next Tuesday night at town offices. 


The existing Montessori School, on 
Main Street in North Andover, serves 
70 to 80 students, according to informa- 
tion submitted to the Planning Board. 

The property was purchased from 
the Elks for $347,000 in December of 
last year. The lodge closed in May, 
1994, but many locals didn’t notice its 
demise until they went there looking to 
buy a Christmas tree last year and 
found the lot empty. The Elks had 
always sold trees and put the proceeds 
toward scholarships for High School 
students. 


Jenkins Road subdivision 
gets preliminary nod 


The Planning Board recently 
approved a preliminary plan for 
the 23-lot Deering Estates cluster 
subdivision on Jenkins Road. If the 
final plan is approved, the develop- 
er, as part of the plan, will extend 
the town’s water main out to the 
end of Salem Street and a good way 
down Jenkins Road, 


“The board cautions that the 
preliminary plan basically repre- 
sents a development concept, and 
does not guarantee that the subject 
property will actually support the 
number of lots shown on the plan, 
since no detailed information has 
been given on septic systems, and 
there may be wetland issues to be 
resolved,” Mr. Colyer wrote in a 
letter to the developer after the 
approval. 


The plan is for 22 new lots and 
one existing lot on 38.5 acres now 
owned by the Thornton and Rizzo 
families at 140 and 150 Jenkins 
Road respectively. The develop- 
ment would provide 12 acres of 
open space to the town and devel- 
opers would extend the municipal 
water lines down Salem Street to 
Jenkins, and down Jenkins Road 
to the subdivision. 


At least one resident of the Jenk- 
ins Road has expressed concern 
that extension of the water main 
would open up other land in the 
area to development, and that 
increased development would com- 
promise the natural setting of 
Harold Parker State Forest, which 
abuts the area. 

Mr. Colyer said there are few 
properties available for develop- 


ment between Salem Street and the 
North Reading line. 


They include: 

¢ The 30.5.acre Pettigrew proper- 
ty, commonly known as the “mink 
farm,” much of which is wetland 
and “could probably not support 
any sizable development,” accord- 
ing to Mr. Colyer; 


« The 10-acre Loscutoff property, 
which currently is used as a chil- 
dren’s camp. A six-lot subdivision 
was proposed there in 1986, but 
was denied for lack of municipal 
water service; 


¢ Adjacent to Loscutoff is Ely, a 
four-acre parcel with limited devel- 
opment potential unless combined 
with an adjacent property; 


¢ Next to Loscutoff and Ely is a 
20-acre parcel owned by Khusro, 
but which would not support any 
sizable development because of 
wetlands, according to Mr. Colyer. 

Across from the Khusro proper- 
ty is a narrow unpaved lane serv- 
ing half a dozen or so homes, 


“There are a few properties in 
this area which, if consolidated, 
could support a very small develop- 
ment, however, it may be difficult 
to bring the private lane up to town 
standards,” Mr. Colyer said ina 
memo to the Planning Board. 


“It should also be pointed out 
that the proposed water main will 
terminate roughly 2,400 feet north 
of the town line and would not 
serve Loscutoff, Ely, Khusro or the 
residents of the private lane.”

Peabody Museum 
diorama restored 


It is a warm day in mid-fall 
and the village is getting ready 
for winter. One young Indian 
carries a canoe toward the riv- 
er; two others build a fire out- 
side a wigwam. The only 
teepee in the village must be 
housing a guest from a tribe 
farther north; Indians from 
this area preferred the round- 
ed wigwams. 

This scene, which shows the 
life of Native Americans along 
the banks of the Merrimack 
River about 500 years ago, 
before the Europeans arrived, 
comes from the newly-restored 
diorama at the Robert S. 
Peabody Museum of Archaeol- 
ogy at Phillips Academy. 

The three-dimensional 
miniature scene with painted 
model figures and background 
contains nearly two dozen fig- 
ures engaged in traditional fall 
activities, such as food prepa- 
ration, tool-making and trad- 
ing. It takes place on a site 
known locally as Shattuck 
Farm in Andover, on the south

Frederick Johnson, former 
curator of the museum, helped 
design the diorama based on 
archaeological and historical 
evidence from the site, as well 
as on his own first-hand expe- 
rience living and working with 
Native Americans. It was built 
by Pitman Studios of Cam- 
bridge, a well-known maker of 
museum displays, and 
installed in 1938. 

One of the museum’s most 
popular exhibits, the diorama 
was recently cleaned, repaired 
and repainted to bring the col- 
ors back to life. The work was 
made possible by a grant from 
Hewlett-Packard Co., whose 
Andover branch is now locat- 
ed on the Shattuck Farm site. 

The Robert S. Peabody 
Museum of Archaeology is 
dedicated to teaching the sci- 
ence of archaeology and under- 
standing and preserving the 
cultures of Native American 
people. Admission is free.

In addition to coping with their Merri- 
mack Valley Conference rivals, the 
Andover High men’s and women’s varsity 
track teams have been battling to find prac- 
tice space as the construction goes on and 
on at the school.

Cullen, along with returning assistant

well, greeted a large turnout of 62 candi- 
dates at the first practice session on Mon- 
lay, Nov. 27. 

Included were 10 forwards, four defense- 
men and one goaltender with anywhere 
from several games to three years varsity 
experience, 

Here is where the bad luck enters the 
picture. 

As grizzled as the Golden Warriors are, 
they are missing three key performers from 
last year’s squad that would have strength- 
ened the current club considerably, Two 
will definitely not play this winter, while 
the third is due back any day if he hasn't 
returned already. 

Making matters worse is the fact each 
member of the absentee trio played defense. 

Captain Brian Kwon, a three-year veter- 
an who passed out 11 assists last winter, 
Suffered a torn anterior cruciate ligament 
(ACL) in his right knee playing soccer and 
is. shelved for the season. 

Senior Jeff Mazza, who has also played 
varsity since his freshman year and dis- 
tributed 11 assists last season, transferred 
to Cushing Academy in Ashburnham, 


Junior Mike Kelly sustained fractured 
ribs when he fell while playing a game of 
pickup football. His return is on a day-to- 
day basis. 

Andover also graduated three forwards 
who accounted for 33 of the team’s 107 
goals. Scott Munroe (15 goals, 29 assists) is 
now prepping at Phillips Exeter Academy, 
Dana DiFiore (18 goals, 18 assists) is taking 
a regular shift on the third line at Bentley 
College, and Todd Thistle (five goals, nine 
assists) is also gone. 

Mike Blanchette (UMass-Lowell) is the 
fourth graduate at forward, while top two 
goalies Peter Afarian (Fitchburg State) and 
Jason Veilleux (Vermont Academy) have 
also moved on to college or prep school. 

“What should have been a veteran defen- 
sive corps is suddenly very young and 
untested,” said Cullen, who begins his 24th 
consecutive season coaching hockey 
including prior stints as an assistant at 
Acton-Boxboro (1972-'73), Methuen (1974- 
77) and as head man at Wilmington High 
(1977-90). 

“Losing Brian Kwon was a devastating 
blow, dut once we get Mike Kelly back we 
should be okay. 

“We believe we have a solid No. 1 goal- 
tender, with three others battling for the 
backup spots, and we have some players up 
front at forward who are excellent skaters. 

“We'll be able to throw four lines on the 
ice against most teams, and we have a cou- 
ple of All-Conference players returning,” 
said coach Cullen. 

Cullen, Hesenius return 

Heading the list of returning lettermen 
are the Golden Warriors’ other two cap- 
tains, fourth-year standouts Chris Cullen 
and Jeff Hesenius. 

They helped backbone Andover to a 
share of the Merrimack Valley Conference 
Small School Division championship with 
Tewksbury last winter, AHS finishing 8-5-0 
in league play and 12-6-0 during the regular 
season, 

The locals also made their fourth 
straight tournament appearance under 
Cullen, and seventh in the last eight years, 
bowing out in the second round with a 4-2 
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triple-overtime loss to Hingham after a 9-1 
romp over Savio Prep in a tourney opener. 

Coach’s son Chris Cullen, a senior cen- 
ter, already holds virtually every career 
and single season scoring record at 
Andover. 

Cullen netted 29 goals and passed out 22 
assists for 51 points last year, and over 
three varsity seasons he has 78 goals and 49 
assists for 127 points including 22 goals, 14 
assists as a freshman and 27 goals, 13 
assists as a sophomore. 

Hesenius, one of the league’s highest 
scoring defensemen last year with 12 goals 
and 14 assists, has 18 goals and 34 assists for 
52 points in three varsity campaigns. 

Cullen has seven career hat tricks, 
including four last season, while Hesenius 
scored three goals twice in 1994-95. 

Cullen will be centering a line completed 
by junior right wing Ryan Boilard (3-3-6 last 
year) on right wing and sophomore Josh 
Prudden (6-12-18) on left wing. Boilard 
moved to Andover from the Pittsburgh area 
last year.

Bird count set for Dec. 16 


The Merrimack Valley Bird Club is conduct- 
ing the sixth annual Andover Christmas bird 
count on Saturday, Dec. 16. In last year’s count, 
40 participants sighted more than 20,000 birds of 
57 species. The number of individual birds 
counted in 1994 was the highest in the five-year 
history of the Andover count. The total number 
of species was highest in 1993. 

Among the sightings in the 1994 count were 
five eastern bluebirds, two bald eagles, a pere- 
grine falcon and a northern shrike. 


Last year nearly 9,200 American crows were 
counted, accounting for 45 percent of all the 
birds counted. Other. extremely common 
species in the 1994 count were European star- 
ling, rock dove, Canada goose, house sparrow, 
herring gull, black-capped chickadee, bluejay 
and house finch. 

While some species are quite common in the 
Andover area, many are relatively rare. 
Although a total of 57 species were seen last 
year, 24 of these were represented by 10 or few- 
er individuals. 

The local bird count is one of approximately 
1,600 Christmas bird counts, which are conduct- 
ed across North America during late December 
and early January. They are sponsored by the 
National Audubon Society and the results are 
published in Field Notes magazine. The first 
count took place 96 years ago. 


The count area is within a 15-mile diameter. 
Its center is located near Pomps Pond. The 
count area includes Lawrence, Andover, North 
Andover, North Reading, Tewksbury, Wilming- 
ton and parts of Methuen, Boxford, Dracut, 
Reading, Lowell and Middleton. 


Participation in the bird count is open to all. 

“You don’t have to be an expert birder or a 
member of the Merrimack Valley Bird Club. 
Experienced birders as well as novices are wel- 
come to participate,” says Lou Wagner, the 
count leader. 

“If you are unfamiliar with local birds and 
want to learn, the Christmas count is a great 
place to start. It’s also a good way to learn 
where to find birds in Andover.” 


The count area is divided into sectors with 
small teams of birders, each covering a specific 
territory. Every team is led by a skilled birder. 

The count begins at dawn and lasts until 
dusk. Participation in the count can be as active 
or passive as counters wish. 

"You can spend the entire day in the field or 
just glance out the window at your feeder sever- 
al times a day and report what you see,” says 
Lou Wagner.

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Bowling alley building is under agreement

Two North Andover developers 
have signed an agreement to buy the 
former bowling alley property on Park 
Street and are looking at putting a new 
two-story retail building on the site. 

Preliminary plans discussed with 
town planners call for a 13,000-square- 
foot building on a footprint of about 
6,500 square feet. It would have park- 
ing for 46 cars, the amount required by 
the town bylaw. 

“The property is under agreement 
between the present owner, Park 
Street Development Trust, and two 
clients of mine,” said James Gordon, 
former North Andover town manager 
who said he is a financial adviser on 
the project. 

The two developers are Thomas D. 


Laudani and James Grifoni, both of 


North Andover. Mr. Laudani said yes- 
terday, Wednesday, that the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation is 
involved in the negotiations. 

“We're buying it through the FDIC,” 

. but it’s under control of Park Street, 
Mr. Laudani said 

Ben Osgood, of North Andover, one 
of the principals in the trust, tried to 
develop the property into retail space 
for several years after he purchased it 
in 1986, but was not able to get a design 
plan approved by the Planning Board 
because the plans lacked sufficient 
parking to comply with town bylaws. 
Some of those bylaws have since been 
eased, and the plan being discussed is 
of a smaller scope than anything Mr. 
Osgood had proposed. The FDIC 
became involved in the property more 
than a year ago. 

Mr. Osgood said Wednesday that he 
thinks it is wrong that he wasn’t able 
to develop the property. “Andover’s 
the only town around that recycles its 
rubbish and tears down its buildings,” 
he said. 

Mr. Laudani and Mr. Grifoni have 
been involved in several developments 
in North Andover, including Phillips 
Common and Cobblestone Crossing, 
both at the corner of Massachusetts 
Avenue and Route 125 with a total of 47 


single-family homes. Mr. Laudani had 
purchased the old Osgood Hill site in 
North Andover and planned to develop 
that site until it was purchased by the 
town last year. 


Steve Stapinski, of Merrimack Engi- 
neering in Andover, and 
Miquelle/M.Z.O. Group, design archi- 
tects, are working with the developers 
on the bowling alley project. 

“We're at a very, very preliminary 
stage of this whole project,” Mr. Lau- 
dani said. 


They have been working with plan- 
ners and talking to Buzz Stapezynski, 
town manager, about their plans. 

“Tt appears, initially, that the town 
is anxious to see something tastefully 
done with the property,” Mr. Laudani 
said.

Stephen Colyer, town planning

Wrap up holiday 
mailing with these 
postal suggestions 


When you have faraway friends 
and family members on your gift list, 
buying their presents is just half the 
battle. You still have to package every- 
thing so it will arrive at its destination 
on time and in one piece. 


So how do you wrap a crystal candy 
dish? Or a dried flower wreath or little 
red wagon? Here are some holiday 
mailing tips from the mail centers: 

+ Protect fragile items with Styro- 
foam peanuts rather than newspaper. 

‘Use new, full- strength boxes. Don’t 
wrap your boxes in brown paper. 

+ Make sure your box is the right 
size for its contents. If it’s too large, a 
gift that isn’t cushioned properly will 
shift in transit. If the box is too small, 
your cushioning material will be inef- 
fective. 

+ The U.S. Postal Service recom- 
mends closing boxes with 2-inch-wide 
60-pound craft paper tape. Don’t use 
string or “Scotch,” masking or duct 
tape. 

+ Put address labels inside your 
packages, as well as on the outside. 

*Consolidate your shipments. 
Remember, one 20-pound box costs

less to ship than two 10-pound boxes. 

* For peace of mind, use insurance. 
And ship to a business address if pos- 
sible. It’s also a good idea to ask for 
acknowledgement of delivery so pack- 
ages won’t be just “dropped off.” 

* Avoid bulky, lightweight items — 
they may have to be sent at an over- 
size rate. 

* Remember, the Postal Service’s 
weight limit is 70 pounds. The weight 
limit for United Parcel Service is 150 
pounds. 

* Ship early to avoid the rush. Mail 
experts say Dec. 1 is a good guideline 
for most packages being sent overseas 
by air or within the United States by 
Parcel Post. The early deadline for 
UPS deliveries is Dec. 11. If you’re 
sending your gifts by air, they should 
be on their way by Dec. 19 — the 2st 
at the latest, to get there for Christ- 
mas. 


And your cards? The mail pros sug- 
gest mailing them by Dec. 5. 

Are you still worried about that 
crystal candy dish? Let a local mailing 
center pack it for you to ensure safe 
delivery.

Cut in shortening with a pastry blender or wire whisk 
until mixture resembles fine crumbs. Stir in yogurt and milk 
to form dough. 

3. Sprinkle a cloth-covered surface lightly with flour. Turn 
the dough onto the surface. Knead lightly 20 to 25 times, Divide 
dough into 12 equal parts; keep covered. 

4, For each roll, pat 1 piece dough into 3-inch circle on the 
same surface, Place desired filling in center of circle, Bring 
edges up over filling; pinch and seal well to form a ball. Repeat 
with remaining dough pieces, 

5. Place 8 or 9 balls, seam side down, around the edge of the 
pan; place remaining balls in the center. Brush rolls with melt- 
ed margarine, 

6. Bake 17 to 19 minutes or until golden brown. Cool on a 
wire rack 10 minutes; drizzle with Glaze. Cool at least 10 min- 
utes longer; serve. Makes 12 rolls.
